The Rees scheme is a proposition, in short, to fence the 


waterfront of Oakland and Berkeley with a huge dike that 
irifl make it impossible for vessels ofr great size to reach the 
wharves. It provides for a mosquito harbor that will be so 
absurdly inadequate for commercial purposes that the gov- 
ernment can never be persuaded to finish it Moreover, it 
deprives Oakland and Berkeley of the power to help them- 
selves or take independent action for the improvement of 
their Iiai!>0i facilities.
